Wa«htkotok, Sept 21.— The depart- 
ment of Justice received Information 
Friday through official channel* that 
460 boxes of ammunition and 20 boxes 
of rifle* in apeoial car No. S841 over the 
Pennsylvania railroad have been 
•hipped to Southport, N. G, to be 
, transferred to the steamer Commodore. 
The Commodore la the f>ame steamer 
reported Thursday as being at Wil- 
mington, N. C, and loading with arms 
for the United States of Colombia. It 
is suspected the real destination of the 
arms la Cuba. 

Acting Attorney General Conrad tel- 
egraphed U. 8. Dlstrlot Attorney Ay- 
cook, and U. & Marshal Carrol, calling 
their attention to the facta and in- 
•tmetlng them to see that no violation 
of the neutrality laws of the United 
States la committed. The fact, how- 
ever, la that the shipment of arms is a 
legitimate traffic whieh can be carried 
on at the shipper's risk even in time of 
war, and ae stats of war has yet been 
proclaimed in Cuba. 

The enlistment of men for service 
against a foreign power is prohibited, 
but no restriction la Imposed either by 
international law or the statutes of the 
United States against the shipment of 
arms. Should an attempt be made to 
land those consignments in Cuba for 
the use of lnsurgenta, and should the 
Spanish officials capture them, that 
would be the shipper's loss, but no 
claim would be against the United 
States for breach of neutrality.

GOLD EXPORTS 

Have Somewhat Affected All 
Markets This Week. 




New York, Sept 81. -H. O. Dun A 
Co. in their weekly review of trade 
Saturday eay: 

Movements of exchange and of gold 
have somewhat affected all markets 
this week. It Is confidently believed 
that the International syndicate will 
allow no fiaaaeial disorder and many 
are certain that an issue of bonds will 
oome. August imports exceeded ex- 
ports by 113,882,784). and net exports of 
gold were 818,199, T88. A small cotton 
crop with large atoeka held abroad, a 
slender demand for wheat with Rus- 
sian arriving in London and large 
quantities, and merchandise exports 
and imports at New York 30 per cent 
larger than laat year in September 
thus far, scarcely promises a change. 

Ia spite of gold exports wheat ad- 
vanced for some days, in all nearly 8 
oenta Corn rose and fell In sympathy 
with wheat with ae little reason. The 
cotton market rlaing and falling a 
fraction each day ahowa no aettled 
tendency, big stocks balancing an un- 
doubted but aa yet no definite decrease 
in yield 

The surprising Increase In produc- 
tion and advanee in priee of Iron seem 
to be bringing a natural check, aa prices 
have gone so high aa to cause some 
purohaaers from Europe, both of pig 
and finished producta, and have also 
caused a distinct shrinkage in home 
demand 

The ootton mills which laid In stocks 
of cotton below per cent are enriched 
by the advance in material and enabled 
to make advancee in goods which are 

Sales of wool are smaller than laat 
year, and for three weeka only 17,133,- 
470 pounds, of whloh 7,578,870 were 
foreign, agalnat 24,172,400 pounds in 
1802, of which 7,614,000 were foreign. 
Prices of foreign wool are so low that 
purchasers for export have been made.
